Miss Amelia Ashland, of Greenfield

Milroy, sustained a painful cut on 


the arm Sunday when it came in con­ 
tact with a steel eoinh ease.

Ashland was in a friendly scindile 
with Mr. Stewart and lier arm was 
torn open by a sharp corner of the 
ease.

Willis Collins, an Arlington fafmer, 
narrowly escaped death shortly lie- 
fore ten o’clock this morning when

severely injured him. 
The accident 
happened at slop 22, the first stop 


east of Arlington. 
Henry Collins, age seventeen years, 
hi" son, was riding on the wagon, but 
he jmn|ted in time to escape injury. 
For some unknown reason he ran up 
the road, persons oil the ear said, 
and did not stop when persons called 
to him. 
It was feared that lie bad 


been hurt. 
Mr. Collin’s left leg was broken 


above tin4 kni4i4 and lie 
suffered a 
severe .shock, but this is thought to 
he the extent of his injuries, 
lb* was 
conscious when lie was brought here 
on the dispatch, which struck him, 
about eleven o’clock. 
He complained 
of bis back, but Dr. E. I. Wooden, to 
whose office In4 was taken, did not 
think he was internally injuried. 
Harry Bradon motorman on 
the 


ca r, sa id that he blew the whistle re­ 
peatedly when he saw the hay wagon 
approaching, but that the driver did 
not appear to hear it. 
\Y ben 
the 
mot orman saw that a collision was 
inevitable, Henry Collins, the boy, 


grabbed his father’s arm and pointed 
in the direction of the ear. 
Then he 
jumped. 
The warning had evidently 


come too late for the elder man to 


leap. 
The wagon was damaged and the 
horses were killed instantly. Persons 


on the ear say that they do not see 
how Mr. 
Collins 
escaped 
death.

ascertains 
the 


extent of the territo ry that is tribu­ 


ta ry to any main road, much as one 


might ascertain the territo ry tribu ­ 


ta ry to some river.

U an accu rate estimate o f the total

L e s s obvious is the effect of im prov­ 


ed roads in increasing the total out­ 


put of a community. 
In the ease of 


one county in Virginia where p a rti­ 


cu larly thorough records have been 


kept, this output w as 
more 
than 


doubled. 
The farm ers found that 


with a m arket alw ays and readily 


accessible to them, it paid to work 


the land to its maximum production. 


This explains the very rem arkable 


rise in farm land values which n ear­ 


ly alw ays accom panies 
road 
im ­ 


provement. 
The rise is not a ficti­ 


tious one, of no benefit to the man 


who wishes to farm and not to sell. 


The land is more valuable because it 


can profitably be made to produce 


more. 
In other words, the money 


that goes into the road comes back 


with interest from the land.

routes nationales are of course only 
a small part of the total mileage of 
France, where practically every road 
ot any importance is an improved 
road, and France is a vastly smaller 
country, both Jn ilro., ,.,„,! jri j)(1jm. 
lalion than the United .States, so 
that this comparison is not. in itself, 
very ilaitering to our progressive- 
ness. 
It shows, however, that 
we 


have at least made a beginning. Of 
the l2.±.'li,S4-_> miles of roads in the 
United States, 223.774 
miles.

To improve the remaining DO per 


cent may well seem a big job. It is. 
in tact, only made possible because 
the work really

From material gathered by the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, it is now 
possible to prove not only t h a t good 
roads are a profitable 
investment. 


'H|l 
lo 
determine 
exactly 
what 


dividends they pay. An investigator 
assigned l<> this problem 
in 
any 


ivcn locality first 
ascertains 
the 


extent of the territory that is tribu- 
tary to any main road, much as one 
might ascertain the territory triliu- 
lary to some river. 
The next step 


is an accurate estimate of the total 
products of this territory; so much 
grain, so much tobacco, 
so 
much 


garden truck, 
etc., etc. Of 
this 


q u a n t i t y a certain portion is con- 
sumed on the farm; 
the 
rest 
is 


shipped over the road in question, 
checked by 
investigators 
at 
Ihe. 


shipping point to which the road 
leads. 
Jn general it has been found 


that the two methods yield much the 
same information—the total amount 
ot produce hauled over the 
road. 


Next, the length of the average haul 
is calculated, the size of the load 
permitted by the character of 
the 


road ascertained, and the cost of 
teams and 
drivers figured. 
With 


these facts before him. the investi- 
gator is now able to state positive 
ly the cost of hauling a ton of pro- 
duce ou that road, to 
express 
in 


terms of

freight traffic on the road, and final- 
ly the total cost to the community 
served by the road of hauling its 
goods to market. 
Armed witli these 


data, i! is easy (o decide how much 
money :-a:i be profitably spent

improving the road, and what are 
the 
returns

the investment 


yields to the community. 


These returns are 
of 
various 


kinds. First and foremost is the re- 
duction in the actual cost of haul- 
ing, the plain fact that it takes less 
time and labor to haul a load over a 
good road than over a 
poor one. 


Less obvious is the effect of improv- 
ed roads in increasing the total out- 
put of a community. In the case of 
one county in Virginia where parti- 
cularly thorough records have been 
kept, this output was 
more 
than 


doubled. 
The farmers found that 


with a market always and readily 
accessible to them, it paid to work 
the land to its maximum production. 


This explains the very remarkable 


rise in farm land values which near- 
ly always accompanies

provement. 
The rise is not a ficti- 


tious one, of no benefit to the man 
who wishes to farm and not to sell. 
The land is more valuable because il 
can profitably be made to produce 
more.
